THE SYNOD MEETING 


The Winnipeg Free Press publishes 
the following interview with Dr. Kil- 
patrick regarding the recent meeting 
of the synod in Edmonton: 

“This young city” he says, “is at 
the present time making marked pro- 
gress, growing rapidly in anticipation 
of the still larger growth which will 
ecme with the advent of the C. N. and 
G. T. P. railways. The Presbyterian 
chureh, in which the synod was held, 
is sp2cieus and handsome and already 
there ig talk of getting another 
church built in the outskirts of the 
city.” 

Members came to the synod from as 
far as Vancouver ts..the west, from 
which city the Rev. Mr, Laird; of St. 
John’s, and Rev. Mr. Wilson, of St. 
Andrew's were dclegatos. From the 
eotth came Rev. J. R. Robertson, a 
graduat: of Manitoba college, who is 
the minister at Grand Forks, B.C. 

“The business of the synod,” Dr. 
Kilpatrick says, “wes conducted with 
gre:t animation and with evident 
skill in the management of several 
ciffieult and delicate cases. Tho pra- 
cence, patience and clearness with 
which these were handled say much 
for the esclesiastical statesmanship of 
western men.” 

The synod was followel by a sum- 
mer school, this being something en- 
tirely new in, Western Presbyterian- 

The combinei meetings lasted 

Dr. Kilpatrick speaking of 

this, siys: *Perbaps  the*-grextest. 
drawback in the life of ministers in 


‘bthe west, is their isolation, and ac- 


cordingly ministers wisely avail then- 
selves of any opportunity which may 
present itself of gathering together 
foc metual helpfulness and enlighten- 
ment.” a 

The topics discussed in the school 
ineluged the higher criticism, archac- 
clegy, various aspects of practical 
work, topics connected with the great 
doctrines of the faith, also Mormon- 
ism, which is at the present time a 
living and even a burning question. 
On thix topic a course of lectures was 
given by Dr. Kilpatrick, a synopsis of 
which will appear in an early num- 
ber 6f the Presbytcrian. 

Abovt the discussion on {his sub- 
ject Dr. Kilpatrick says: “The mem- 
bers of the synod -diseussed the doc- 
trinal and ethice] aspects of Mormoa~ 


ism with much fairness and with sin-.. 


cere desire- ts estimate aright the 
point of view of their Mormon fellow. 
citizens. Their belief was that the 
policy of the Chrictian church respect- 
ing the Mormons resident in Canada 
must be inspired by motives of the ut- 
most kindness and consideration and 
by scruprlous avoidance of needless 
irritation.” 

After the meeting of the synod and 
the summer sshool, Dr. Kilpatrick 
was joined by Mrs. Kilpatrick, and 
they had a very pleasant trip through 
the mountains, stopping over for 
little visits at Banff, Glacier, Revel- 
stoke, Nelson and Fernie. Dr. Kil- 
petrick enjoys to the full the gran- 
dear and beauty of the Rocky moun- 
tain seenery. 

“From the magnificence of her, 
seenery and her inexhaustible wealth, 
British Columbia is the finest jewel in 
the crown of the Dominion.

The following letter was originally 
published fm the Free Press of May 9, 
having been refused publication py the 
newspaper to which it was addressed: 

To the Exiftc: of the Telegram, Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba, Canada. 


Dear Sir,—I have been - requested by 
a number of my friends in Manitoba 
and’ eastern Canada to give my views 
for publication’ on some of the © im- 
portant matters scccupying. tho, atten- 
tion of Canadians at the present time. 
I do not know of any particular reason 
why my opinions,.should be of public 
interest, but as I give some small at- 
tention to the stady of current affairs, 
particularly as ihey..affect my own 
country, I hope that it will -net be 
thought presumptuous or out of place 
for me to do so. 

I have been asked in a great many 
quarters what effect, in my ofinion, 
ike. presence of a large number of 
American settlers in western Canada 
would have on thse future relation of 
our country to ihe empire. I thought 
at one time that the tendency would 
be to. Americanize ‘the Northwest; but 
i find the the more intelligent 
thoughtful of the American people who 
are now residents of western Canada, 
er interested largely in its welfare, 
Lave become thoroughly satisfied with 
its presert political conditions. 

Canada must for the next fifty years, 
at least, be a large preducer of raw 
materials, and particularly cf food pro- 
ducts. It ‘is scareely coz -c2ivable that 
cur population w'll increase su rapidly, 
and our manufacturing development 
reavk suc: proportions, that our people 
will, as in the cas3 with most other 
rountries, consume a large proportion 
of the products of our farms, and 
forests. This being the case, +t will be 
necessary for us to look to Great 
Britain largely for our market, and in 
4his respect we shall be in competition 
with the nited States, fcr they will 
be for many years to come the rye 
exporters of raw materia:s of any 
tre uations, and in 4 great many aha 23, 
in ihe same articles as we produce.

Slave Lake 


A Vancouver Gespatch’ of June 6th 
says: James M. Shieff, a former Aus- 
eee miner, sailed for the Northfrom 

eattle on a -ques ich ” 
et gold which <o patie he based 
cate at Great S‘ave Lake, in the Nerth 
West Territories. He bases his: belief 
fn the existence of the treasure on 
siatements made him by an Indian. His 
mission and what he gays of his for- 
mer experfences possess an especial in- 
terest to the mining community of 
@ritish Columbia. The Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer thus deaJs with his visit 
to that city: 

A story of difficulties experienced in 
efferts to [ceate a rich “pocket” of 
gold at Great Slave Lake, North West 
Territories; the probabilities of valu- 
able finds of precious metal in that 


country and the persistency of an ex- 


perlenced prospector in qnaking anoth- 
er atiemrt to discover the mine after 
aimost Iosing his life once in a hunt 
fer the pocket, is the story brought to 
this city by James M. Shieff, of Mil- 
waukee, a Tormer Australian miner, 
wko Is now staying at the Hotel 
Cccell, en route north. According to 
kim the gold he has practically locat- 
ed is more on the étyle of Australian 
metal than anything else, and a diff- 
erent color from that found elsewhere 
on this continent. 

Through the blundering of an- Indian 
guide, Mr. Shieff first secured a line 
on ‘the ‘precfous metal. The Indian 
came into camp one morning with sev- 
era] nuggets in his pockets of the 
value of which he had not the siight- 
est conception. By close questioning 
the American elicited the whereabouts 
of the find, had the Indian draw a 
rougk map of the exact location, and, 
joading all their supplies in 2 dug-out 
owned by the guide and breaking camo, 


-the two started for the ecene of the 


alleged find. 

The little craft came within half a 
mile of the other side ef Great Slave 
Lake, when a squall, prevalent on that 
steet of water in the late fall, sprang 
up and the boat capsized, spilling the 
cecupants In the water. The Indian, 
injured In some manner, failed tovome 


to the surfac2 again, and Mr. Shieff, 
after a herofe struggle, made land 
alone. His provisions kad all been 


Jost. together with his rifle and am- 
munition, and ali the weapons he was 
possessed of was a revolver and a 
knife. As It was late in the fall, and, 
without provisions or a kit, Chieff was 
unable to work his find even after he 
had discovered his exact location, he 
gave up all idea of using the informa- 
tion at Lis dispogal for a time, and 
mide for the coast, which he reached 
after many herdships. He then came 
te the States, and, going east, started 
to raise money with which to “grub 
stake” Limself for work this year. He 
e2ils today for the north with a good 
cutfit, and feeling certain that he will 
return in a few months & wealthy man. 
Of his find he sid: 

“T am absclutely certain that I am 
on the right track of a pocket of ‘gold 
that will mean an immense é6um of 
money. The Indien who first made the 
Giseovery was a men devoted to me 
ard one who would not, I am conv:nc- 
ei, tell me 2 falschood. He would have 
no reagon for doing so, and besides I 
have the evidence of his find in a num- 
per of valuable nuggets, all of which 
I tave with mo now. These nuggets 
are of the same color and consistency 
as Australian geld and gold that, “in 
Australia, is always found in pockets 
more or Tess rich. f 

“In my opinion the Northwest Terr!- 
tories will prove to be a fine mining 
ecuntry. While I prospected much of 
it in the vicinity of the Great Stave 
Lake without finding anything but the 
faintest signs of the precious metal, 
stil: that does not mean that — Is 
rome there. After I ‘meke good on my 
little discovery, I em going 8 devote 
m@ny months to thoroughly: go-ng OV- 
er the country.” ;

Nerthwest ex i 
— 16, which has not earn ih 
oe ot reserved to provide wood 
ots for settlers, or for other pur- 
peses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 168 acres ,more or less. 


ENTRY.—Entry may be made per 
sonaily at the local ‘ema office Scar 
the district in which the lant to he 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
Steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted. an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
jand the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the foilowing 
plars: 


(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years, 


(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
ceribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home-
